Tha winner turned up in Sam Hildreth’s 
inconsistent Vulcain, which won quite handily 
at tha end. After Goal Runner, which had lad 
by a good margin up to the last eighth, had 
shot hie bolt. Cobum brought up Vulcain on 
tha inside rail with a rush, and after a spirited 
tilt with Odnor and Argragor in tha last six- 
taanth, won by a length going away. Odnor 
outgamed Argregor in tha closing etridar, get- 
ting second place by tha shortest of heads. 
Jimines could osyar gat up at p«»i k u* the 
raca. Hie raca on Saptamber 12 in tha mud 
must bays taken his spaed away. 

**l7ncle” Sam Bryant has no Proctor Knotts 
in his stable nowadays and tha purses that fall 
his way are few and far batwaan. But Dame 
Fortune turned a smiling face on him yesterday 
whan hie filly Mollia T. cantered away with the 
opening race of the day, a dash of flya and a 
half fnrlongs for two-year-old fillies guiltless of 
haying won a raca. She was in a running mood, 
dashed into the lead at once and, mora to tha 
purpose, stayed thera to the and, winning off by 
herself by fonr open lengths. The fayorita, 
WhifBt, managed to land second in a driying 
finish with Biassed Damoael and Bluamint, 
short heads separating the trio. Miss Madison 
displayed a dash of early spaed, but it was not 
lasting. 

With Andes and Braw Lad scratched. If Yon 
Dare and Della Ostrand were made fayoritas 
for the second race, a six furlongs sprint, with 
bnt little margin between the pair in the bat- 
ting. If Yen Dare asenmed command quickly. 
Della Ostrand bis clcseat pursuer and Canoya 
third, and in this order the race was run to the 
finish, where If You Dare was first, fiye lengths 
in front of Della Ostrand, she defeating Canoya 
two end a half lengths for second money. Light 
Ball put up a disappointing peiformance. and 
the race does not truly represent his form.

B. was lucky and ran the six furlongs route lika 
a sure enough stayer. 8he was an outsider in 
the batting, Santa Teresa going to the poet a 
snbetautially backed favorite. Dodie 8. was 
alwass in the front division and responding 
gamely to punishment in the final furlong drew 
oat and won from Pyrrho by a length, the latter 
defeating Santa Teresa as far for second place. 
Pyrrho got off poorly, made up a lot of ground 
and altogether ran a creditable race. Aladdin
